The main forces are heading for 
the mountain ramparts in the region 
of Enfidaville, north of Sousse. 

The break-through at Fondouk, 
in Central Tunisia, which “has 
brought Allied forces to the gates 
of Kairouan, a city of 23,000 in- 
habitants, and a vital communication 
centre, entailed very severe fight- 
ing. 

As well as holding naturally strong 
defensive positions, the Axis had 
heavily mined the area and moved 
up the remnant of their armour to 
counter the British armioured attack. 
It was extremely difficult to get 
through the minefield, but a 
motorised battalion went forward 
under heavy fire and cleared a way. 
After them armour supported by 
infantry went through, and fanned 
out north and south of the Fondouk- 
Kairouan road, ; 

Material and some stragglers were 
picked up, but, on the whole, it 
seems that the Axis forces extricated 
themselves at the last moment.

Allies Near Gates of Kairouan: 


Fondouk Break-through 


ALLIED forces were this morning approaching the gates of the Moslem holy city 
of Kairouan, as the Eighth Army pushed rapidly towards Sousse, along the 
road running through EI Djem, says Reuter. 


The battle of Central Tunisia is virtually over, and Marshal Rommel 
has taken his forces northwards beyond Sousse, intending to link up with 
General von Arnim in the difficult country around Enfidaville. 


By the speed of his retreat, and the laying of a thick. minefield, Marshal 
Rommel avoided the threat to his flank presented by British, American and French 
forces, which broke through at Fondouk, south-west of Kairouan.

Italian Cruiser Sunk in

Sfax was occupied in the early morn- 
ing, and by last night our forward 
patrols had made considerable pro- 
gress to the north. In the Fondouk 
area our armoured forces continued 
to advance towards Kairouan, en- 
countering stiff opposition by enemy 
armour. 

“Tn the north, in the Medjez-el-Bab-

further progress and more prisoners 
have been taken. 

“Extensive air operations were 
carried out yesterday by North-west 
African Ais Forces. Strong forma- 
tions of Flying Fortresses attacked 
two Italian heavy cruisers at La 
Maddalena, on the north coast of; 
Sardinia. Both cruisers received 
direct hits. from heavy bombs and 
were severely damaged, an explgsion 
being seen on one of them. 

“ At the same time the Fortresses 
attacked a submarine base and 
harbour installations at La’ Mad- 
dalena. Hits were observed on the 
munition dépét and fires were left 
burning in the target area and 
among shipping in the _ harbour. 
These attacks were carried out with- 
out the loss of any Allied aircraft.”’

LIFE OF THE 
DAIL

The two new bills introduced in 
the Dail last Wednesday by Mr.
